Dale Jackson and Forest O'Brine 
had been in the air 225 hours | 
their endurance flight at +4517 
o’clock this afternoon, when hey 
reported the St. Louls Robin still 
functioning smoothly on its tenth 
day. 

The Missouri Robin, the second 
endurance plane, piloted by W, 
Gentry Shelton Jr., and Joe Ham- 
mer, was forced down at 7:61 a. 
m. today by a leak in the oil line 
after being in the air 117 hours 
and 20 minutes. It took off at 
10:31 a. m. last Wednesday. 

With Hammer at the controls 
the Missouri Robin landed easily 
on Lambert-St. Louis Field, al- 
though the windshield of the cabin 
was smeared with oil from the 
leaking pipe. The leak developed 
during the night and, following an 
inspection this morning, the pilots 
found they could not remedy the 
trouble in the air, so decided to 
land. It would have peen impos- 
sible to refuel eafely with their 
vision obscured by the film of oil 
on the windshield. 

Shelton and Hammer were in 
good condition after their five days 
aloft, although suffering tempo- 
rary deafness from the constant 
noise of the engine. They had 
shaved yesterday and were in good 
spirits, although bemoaning the 
fact that a minor difficulty had 
prevented their continuing the pur- 
suit of the St. Louis Robin. 

After reporting to Maj. William 
B. Robertson, president of the 
Curtiss-Robertson Airplane Manu- 
facturing Co., sponsoring the flight, 
they repaired to “Loule’s Place” 
for a beefsteak breakfast. Their 
meals during the flight had been 
prepared by Mrs. Hammer, the 
principal meat portion being fried 
chicken. 

“Viuch Technical Data.” 

Major Robertson, in a statement 
issued after the landing, praised 
the performance of the pilots and 
the Challenger engine. “Much 
teachnical data of value ts con- 
tained in the log of the Missouri 
Robin and we are well pleased with 
the sho ..s made,” he said. 

Jackson and O'’Brine must re- 
main up until 3:01 p. m. tomerrow 
to set a new world’s endurance 
record. They hope to pass the 
mark of 246 hours, 43 minutes, 
made by Mendell and Reinhart tn 
the “Angeleno” at Culver City, 
Cal., at 2:01 p. m. tomorrow, but 
rules covering such contests re- 
quire that the new record must éx- 
ceed the previous mark by at least 
an hour to be official.

and iMtzi, Hammer's pet bulldog, 
looked on. 

“If ' ate up everything in sight 
why did I lose 10 pounds and you 
lost only three?’’ Shelton demand- 
ed of the stocky Joe. Upon being: 
weighed after landing. this morn- 
ing Shelton’'s “weight Was 155 
pounds and Hammer's 150. Shel- 
ton weighed 165 last Wednesday 
when the flight started and Ham- 
mer 153. 7 

Praise for Plane and Engine. 

“He not. only “ate everything 
sent up, but drank up all the milk 
and coffee as well,’”’” Hammer in- 
sisted. “I would shout for a drink 
and that bozo would shake the 
thermos jug and his head at the 
same time, meaning both were 
empty, I guess.” 

Both pilots praised their plane 
and the engine, but had uncompli- 
mentary comments to make con- 
cerning some of the accessories, 
“All I did for five days was pump, 
pump, purgp.” Shelton declared. 
“They call the thing that is sup- 
posed to transfer the gasoline from 
the main tank to the wing tanks 
a wobble pump. It sure was 
wobbly. It’s a little old thing and 
I battled that baby without end. 
I'll be glad to get into my car 
and take a ride without having to 


contend with a wobble pump.” 


Shelton, who is nearly six feet 
tall, had difficulty in moving 
around in the cramped cabin of 
the plane. “Everytime I crawled 
from the aft cockpit to the front 
my pants came off, or were’ torn,” 
he declared. “I was forever get- 
ting caught,on the ends of bolts 


ing Joe made me tear up-my shirt 
to wipe the oi: off the windows 
so we could land. Between the 
bolts and Joe I’m lucky to have a 
rag on me.” 

Thought Company Had Failed. 

Shelton lost count of the days 
during the flight. ‘I thought yes- 
terday was Saturday,” he - said. 
“We. came over the field and there 
wasn't a car packed near the Cur- 
tiss-Rabertson plant. I thought, 
ye gods! The company has gone 
busted and here are Joe and I up 
in the air with our pants tom ane 
a pesky wobble pump.” 

Hammer, who smokes cigars, 
took up two cigars with him 
Wednesday and broke one of them. 
“Why didn’t you send down a ‘ote 
and ask for more?” Mrs. Hammer 
inquired, 

“Gent had the only pencil in the 
ship and refused to let go of it 
for fear that he gpouldphave no.arey 
of sending dow his Own orders,” 
Hammer replied. “He is the best 
bird for losing things I ever had 
around. He lost most everything 
he should have kept and _ kept 
some things he should have lost. 
The Robin was so tail heavy the 
other day l-could hardly handle 
her. I made Gent take thg con- 
trols and investigated and found a 
dozen heavy window weights in the 
tail. The refueling crew used them 
to weight the repe they sent down. 
to pick up emptly oil and fuel 
cans. and Gent was saving them. 
I dumped them in the Missouri 
River and then the ship handled 
decently again.”

“Tf € hadn’t thrown things out 
that ship would have been an aw- 
ful mess,’ Shelton countered.

Jarand, police were told, was as- 
signed to a room on the first floor 
of the Buchka home adjoining the 
room of Louis Buchka Jr., who 
acted as his custodian.

PREVENT SINO-SOVIET WAR 


Former Secretary of State Says | 
Pact Is Morally Binding; Up- 
holds Stimson. 

By the Associated [lress. 
WASHINGTON, July 22.—Frank 
B. Kellogg, former Secretary of 


State, declared last night that the 
anti-war treaty which bears his 
name would have a moral effect in 
preventing a conflict between 
China and Russia, both signatories 
of the pact. 

“I don’t think there will be any 
war,” he added. 

Kellogg expressed the view that 
both nations recognize2 the treaty 
as morally binding even though it 
does not become effective until 
Japan's deposition of her ratifica- 
tion with the State Department 
next Wednesday. He said that Sec- 
retary Stimson’s admonition to the 
two countries to recognize their re- | 
sponsibilities under the treaty was/ 
“entirely proper.”’ | 

The dispute over the Chinese, 
Eastern Railway -was a question | 
“very susceptible to pacific settle- 
ment” in the opinion of Kellogg. 
He said that it could ~§ bé"settled 
either by diplomatic negotations or, 
if the latter failed, through arbi- 
tration. , 

Kellogg is in Washington to at- 
tend the ceremony at the White 
House on Wednesday which will 
place in effect the anti-war treaty. 
He conferred with Secretary Stin- 
son yesterday.

Afiy Yoxer 
who desired could have that 
many and more, and be ten 
times better paid than in the 
pioneer period of ring history. 

For example: John L. Sullivan 
was active in the ring up to his 
thirty-fourth year. when Corbett 
defeated him. Yet in all this 
time he engaged .n only 39 bat- 
tles that found ‘heir way into 
his record. 

James J. Corbett fought only 
28 times, the book shows; Bob 
Fitzsimmons, who continued 
fighting until he was past 40 
years of age, engaged in only 
41 fights according to his rec- 
ord: James J. Jeffries had a low 
score for the entire champion- 
ship outfit with mly 23 fights 
in his entire public carcer; Jess 
Willard retired with 32 in his 
record.

Note the difference in the ree 
ords of the modern fighters: 
Gene Tunney, who retired with 
a‘ couple of million, after only 
eight years in the ring, fought 
68 fights; Jack Sharkey, who 
has been fighting only five 
years, already has fought over 
40 times; Jack Dempsey has 
battled 79 times; George God- 
frey has fought in 71 engage- 
ments; and that young Rustler 
Stribiing has rolled up the un- 
belicyable record of 275 fights. 


Schmeling thus far has fought 
47 times and, as public fights ge 
he has had twice as much ex- 
perience as the great Jeffries, 
and has actually fought more 
times than any of the old school 
of battlers who h-ve held tities, 
except the Negro Jack John- 
son, who had some 9$0 fights in 
his career—a world’s record for 
those who have held the heavy- 
weight championship in the past.

By geographical divisions, the 
survey said, the largest increases 
during 1928 over 1927 were in the 
South Central States, 14 per cent; 
West North Central, 10 per cent, 


and East North Central, 8 per cent. 
Returns for the Western section 
showed little change over 1927. 

Gross receipts were larger on the 
average during 1928 than in 1927, 
but expenses were also higher, the 
survey said. 

The average size of farms re- 
porting was 284 acres, with an 
average investment of $15,417, both 
size and capital investment being 
larger than the census average. No 
tenant farms were included in the 
survey.

THINKS HE DOESN'T 
WANT LIQUOR BACK 


Declares U. S. Should Not 
Surrender Liberty of Ac- 
tion in Dry Law Enforce- 
ment.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—The 
Methodist Board of Temperance, 
Prohibition and Public Morals, in 
its latest publicity “Clipsheet,” 
gives its interpretation of the much 
discussed reference to modifica- 
tion of the prohibition laws in the 
letter of George W. Wickersham, 
chairman of President Hoover's 
Law Enforcement Commission, 
read at the recent Governor's con- 
ference. 


In a letter, addressed to Gov. 
Roosevelt of New York, the com- 
mission chairman suggested that 
enforcement responsibility be defi- 
nitely divided between the Federal 
and State Governments and that, if 
this were done, “national and state 
laws might be modified so as to 
become reasonable and enforcea- 
ble.” 

“Mr. Wickersham,” the Metho- 
dist board says, “makes use of the 
unfortunate word ‘modification’ in 
a paragraph which seems to sug- 
gest an adjustment of state and 
Federal] statutes for the purpose of 
facilitating co-operation in en- 
forcement. Interpretation of ‘mod- 
ification’ to imply that state laws 
may be enacted which, in fact, leg- 
alize alcohol content in beverages 
prohibited by the Federal Consti- 
tution, is, we believe, an entirely 
mistaken one. 

Standard Must Be Sct Up. 

“A standard must be set up and 
naturally it must be established by 
the Federal authority. It is so es- 
tablished and it is now essential 
that all of the states should mani- 
fest good faith in conforming to 
this standard and in lending the 
entire assistance of the state « 
ganizatien to enforcement. 

“In our opinion it will not be de- 
sirable that the Federal Govern- 
ment should surrender its liberty of 
action. Eve . now citizens, in con- 
siderable numbers, complain that 
they are not receiving from their 
local and state police the protection 
they are entitled to under the Fed- 
eral Constitution. In such cases,
